We were much tempted to have made an — of the pro- 
ceedings of this Parliament to this day : And of the late deep and 
wicked policies of the Army to deteive both King and: people ; 
but to avoid tediouſneſfe, we'l degline that ; Nevertheleſle, be- 
cauſe the foundation bears the SuperſtcuRture, and the King mult 
be. made the occafien of all our milery'; examine this, one-way 
more, . *

King, that when you therein recapitulate them, you are forced to 
lay; by His Majeſtics grace-yau had obtained not only remedy of fore 
mer grievances, but in the Trientiall Bill, a ſource and forrtacn a» 

gar al fe, | 
any thing ( for he forefaw and argued the ſad conſe- 
quence of it, if ill uſed) ſhow moreclearly how His Majeſty whol. 
ly calt Himſelf upon you, then the AR for not diſſolving this Par- 
lament without your own Conſents > When theſe benefits had 
wraught with all che people in generall,' and with that auntient 
loyall, but now deſpicable City of LZoxdor ( rich in nothing but 
that it hath bought good pennyworths of oppreſſion, bloud, and 
facriledge, which their ſtomacks already keckelt with, and are re- 
gorging ) that the King lookt lovely in the peoples eyes, how 
{o0n did the envious man ſow his tares ! For no ſooner had Loz- 
dou magnificently entertained her gratious Prince, but her Com- 
wor Conncell mult be changed, her old Ayer and eAldermen 
quarrelled, at laſt impriſoned., Every day produces new invented 
Plots, 8c. This neceſſitates the King to ſhew there was a deſigne 
to ſubvert Government, and He charges the frve Members : How 
they were upheld, He driven _ is notorious. In this exigent, 
what doth the King ( for all we have ſaid is but to make way to 
this Meſſage) Zan. 1641. He deſires His two Houſes they would (to 
prevent the raiſchiefs he foreſaw) ſet down all their deſeres together, 
that the bonnds_of His Prerogative might be known, their Privie 
ledges, and Hu peoples Liberty. And when He ſaw all together, they 
ſronld find He Would out-dve all His Pregeceſſors. The entertain- 
ment of this Meſſage, is, 1s voted a breach of Priviledge. To make 
ſhort, this occaſions Him to retire to Torke ; There, leſt Sir John 
Hotham ( whoſe death is remarkable) from Hyll ſhould ſurprize 
Him, having denied Him entrance into that Towne, He takes 2 
Guard to His Perſon of the ordinary Trained Bands, as the Hou- 
fes had at Weſtminſter : Hereupon it being Voted, the King intex- 
ded to make War upon His Parliament ; He makes the numerous 
Nobility then about Him, give teſtimony att His Cannſels rended to 
Peace: This fatisfies not, but His Towns and Magazines of Arms 
being ſeized on before ; there is Orders for leavying Horſes, 
B (bringing 
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(bringing in the news of War) Money, Plate: Lot Eſtx '( whoſe 
. end was obſervable ) Voted Generall. Lo: ilHouphby of Parham 
(who hath time now'to confider ) raiſes the Traine bands in Ziz- 
col»ſoire, and Lord Paget by Mr. Hambden, ( who cut the thread 
of his own life hereby )thoſe of Buckingham, &c. And now the 
Houſes had more great Ordnances then the King Muskets, and 
more pounds then He-had pence, yet home-loyalty and ſome 
forrain friends inabled Him, in a mean ſort God knows;to march 
to Nottingham. From thence (forall this is but to bring in this 
ſecond Meſſage) He ſends up Lo: Southampton and Dorſet, &c, 
offering to recall all Proclamations, to pull downe His Stan- 
dard,&c. if you would recall your Votes, 8&c. againſt ſuch of His 
Party as you had proclaimed Traytors. Doe-not your hearts 
tremble to call thefe particulars to mind ? 
- That when you were .intruſted to ſettle His Prerogative, your 
Priviledges, our Liberties ; you refuſed this way of accommoda- 
tion, upon pretence ( for it was ne more ) it ſtood not with your 
Priviledges thus to be treated with, | 

That fix moneths after, when you ſaw the ſword -drawing, 
would:then upon a prentiliio of your -greatnefle {when the con- 
teſt was betwixt your King and you) refuſe to doe that towards 
the Kings adherents, that he offered towards you and your A- 
bettors. - | | 

The Concluſion therefore is, your Pride, not His Majeſties 
Cruelty, made this War. His clemency would have prevented, 
what your heigths have drawn upon us. Thus you, the occaſion of 
all our miſeries, that are, or ſhall be. - And all this for the then 
concealed, but now declared defigne, We will make no Adareſſe to 
the King, but ſettle the preſent Government, &c. Herein, the Lord 
turne the counſell of eAchitophel inte fooliſhneſſe. 

Now this being, we hope, fully proved, We will-go on to 
your other Charge, that of Brainceford. BSE:

And here comes.in the high crime, That pre/ently that night He 
marched towards Longo, cc. which makes a plauſible ſhew-rill it 
be remembred, . That you had given ro Commiſſion, in a Meſſage 
to a King then in his mareh, far from his own Garriſons, to pro= 


poſe a Ceflation of 'Armes : And when the King reſolved of (tay. - 


ing at Colbrook,you had drawn no men out of Londen ! which you 
dis whilft your Commiſſioners were with Him ; and thus by ha- 
ving Wind/or behind Him, Kington on the one. hand, eAtox on 
the other, and Braixceford ina right line : had He ſtayed the re- 
turn of your. Commiſſioners, He had been hemned in on all ſides, 
and ſo His retreat might have been full of: fear and ſhame, which 
was full of honour and victory ; how. ill His retreat deſerves thoſe 
phraſes of yours; His two dates reſidence at Hampton Court ſhow, 
within three-mile- of your Army, when He had twenty more to: 
march to Readino.” If you will not tell truth in matters of fac, 
what belief ſhall we give you in. other things ? And for the guilt 
of the bloud'you charge on Him ( if this that' is ſaid be not e- 
nough to wipe.it away.) remember the eſſage 'He:ſent- your by: 
His ſervant Mr. #hite, expreſſing how you had neceſſitated His 
advance, how He would retire; if you. would afſigne Him 7#:zd- 
ſor to. Treat in, 'but how you uſed Meſlenger and Meflage is well

: While the King was in Treaty with you, He ſent up Commiſe 
;Ffions to ſurprize London, Grant it. Where a Ceflation of —

world out, to treat, fight, and farprize > We. haye too dearly 
_ our experience, but now, ſuck ſhadowes of reaſon cannot 
ſatisfie us. | 

The King was forc'd by his mungrell Parliament, as you ſay he. 
calls tkem, {though its knowne he meant Lo: Sawile,&c. for thoſe 
of his Commons at Oxford , were not in the firſt Conſultation of 

) to call you a Parkament. This is likely, yet we have heard the 
King never ſaid, this Parliament was diffolved. Nay Lo: Savile 
(meant by the word , for we feare he was a mungrell 
ſervant or friend) mult canfefſc the King ever profeſt , he wonld 
obſerve this ARt as it was for the benefit of. his Subjects in gene- 
rall, but he conceived your mifcarriages had ſuſpended it, till he 
and you could accord, and freely meet againe at Zondor. 

' Conſider ſeriouſly, whether you be a Parliament not to be ſcru- 
pled at : How ridiculous a Body have you made the Lords Houſe, 
Firſt, by caſting ont all the Biſhops, whoſe places there, were as 
ancient as-Parliaments. Then by forcing away two parts of three 
ef the whole Nobility, for you ſo openly countenanc'd the rabble 
that came downe to the Houſes, that the great Adonibezer (for he 
hath met with the Law of Retaliation now) Maſter Halbs , de» 
manded the names of the non-concurring Lords at their owne 
Barre. And to the complying party then, but diſſenting ſince, 
what a third purge have you given ! So as we jaltly look npon the 
remaining party now, as the Anatomic of the Houſe of Lords, and 
not the. Body : But you meane to lay theſe dry bones in the earth 
ere long, y:ſe-you would cloath them with more fleth, as you have 
done your felves ; for we are fure you have an equal! power to 

create Lords,.as you have to ſend Writs for new Commiſſioners :

Why 
did you not print or relate the ſubſtance of hus-der.yall > We have 
learn'd fuch Termes of Art now, that we knowingly ſay, that you

You had moſt ſpeculative, and ſome reall objeftions againſt 
"His Government, and'was there ever King or State againſt whom 
ſome known:grievances might not be objeRed?who cartread Lei- 
ceſter's and Eſſe#*s Cotnmon-wealth, and nor think Q. E/;zaberh 
only happy 2 Her Parliament wrote it not, otherwiſe She that is 
ſo famous, had had as much dirt caſt in Her face, as this. Decla- 
"ration would beſpartle the King with.” Was there ever time ſo 
gtorious as Solomons ? (which Greatneſſe, holy Writ commends) 
and yet he is no ſooner dead, but his-Son is told,. Towr Fathers 
yoke was heavy.

This maxime, though made one in your diſcourſe, yet contains 
ewo Propoſitions in it felf. And. ſure thar which/mult be inſinua- 


red of ſo great danger is, firſt, That the King owes an account of - 


his ARions to none but God alone, If this whichis fer forth as 2 
poylon be an antidote, what ſhalt we think of you Abſcloms, that 
are the only diſpenſers of Juſtice ? 

Firſt, you ſee the King doth not look npon Himſclfe 'as a Le- 
w1athan ſent into this world to take his paſtime, He acknowledges 
he owes an Account,and to whom ? to God. Suppoſe we,or any of 

us ſhould ſay, we owe no account of our Actions to any inferior 
Court,but to the higheſt Court of Parliament, might we therefore 
live as we lift ? Is not a ſupream Court molt commonly the moſt 
diſcerning, and the fevereſt ? Think you that God will wink more 
at his tyranny then.you ? ſurely no. This peradventure may hap- 
pen, he will elteem that good government, which you brand to 
the people for tyranny, but the King knows ( and it is evident he 
is knowing in REID) that if Moſes joyne in the murmure, X/o- 
ſes ſhall die likewiſe in the wildernefſe, though the people cannot 
queſtion him. Doe not you that hold another opinion ſubvert 
the order of God in government ? Doth not he or his Chriſt an- 
der him claime the Dominion of the Earth, and make Princes 
but his Deputies, ſtyling himſelf K3zg of Kings ; and therefore re- 
ferves the Kings heart in his own hands to turn it as he pleaſe, 
that is, to mercy when a people are fit for it; and judgement, 
when they are not > The Texts are numerous in this point.

It's a very {tri one, 
to keep him in bounds ; But whien he gave the people a law how 
to obey their kings, 1 Saw.

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Prerogative in the Prince. Which rightly underſignd belongs nor 
ro the Princes government, but is a Rulc to the: peoples obedi- 
ence, Even in ſuch caſes to have no ather help, but to; cry © 
him. 

We know how we have been indeavoured to be poyſoned with
